drid  Academy.  A  friend  of  Zamacois,  of  Meissonier  and  of 
Daubigny.  Brought  into  notice  greatly  by  the  recognition  of  the 
well-known  American  art  patron,  Mr.  William  Stewart,  of  Paris 
Rico  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  of  modern  landscape  painters, 
both  in  oil  and  in  aquarelle.  The  mysterious  manner  in  which 
he  flings  a  silvery  gray  over  his  foliage  and  grass  is  the  despair 
of  all  painters,  especially  those  who  work  in  water  colors.  His 
Venetian  views  are  rivaled  in  delicacy  of  color  and  brilliancy 
only  by  Venice  itself  on  a  sparkling  day  in  May  or  June.
